Frederick J. Hancox, 35, of Wan- 
tagh, N. Y., said the airliner dived 
through bright moonlight 
at an 


angle of about 60 degrees until 
it hit the water at l:32'a. m. 


He said here was a "loud ex- 


plosion on the water for about 10 
minutes. He said he couldn't land 
his own craft, although it was an 
amphibian. 


Later he spotted an oil slick and 


debris, including "clothing, .hand- 
bags and 
miscellaneous 
items 


in the water." 


The airliner had taken off for 


Caracas, Venezuela, from Idlewild 
at :18 p. m. Approximately 
an 


hour later the pilot, Capt. Luis F. 
Plata of Venezuela, radioed tha 
he 
was having 
engine trouble 


and was turning back. 


He was then 250 miles east 
of 


Norfolk, Va. 


Later he calmly advised 
that 


he was "limping gas" — a routine 
fire-preventing measure when 
an 


emergency landing is anticipated 
and then came his final, dramatic 
words : 


"Gas caugh fire."

AEA Director 
Against School

LITTLE ROCK (#>— If a pro- 


posed constitutional amendment to 
put a limit on school millage is 
adopted, a district which voted 
down a proposed rate might find 
itself 
without any local 
school 


taxes. 


That view was advanced yester- 


day by Forrest Rozzell, executive 
director of the Arkansas Educa- 
tion Association, who said he had

At present if a school district 


rejects a proposed tax rate in- 
crease, the old rate automatically 
lemains in effect for the ensu- 
ing year.

voted for local school taxes, con-

CivilRights

Tito Denies to 
U.S. Report of 
Russian Ties

WASHINGTON I/B — The United 


•States, it was learned today, has 
received an informal denial from 
Yugoslavi's

would march "arm in arm"

The Tito assertion, which could 


have an important bearing on the 
development of the United States' 
policy toward 
Yugoslavia, 
was 


made to U. S. Ambassador Charles 
E. Bohlen in- Moscow and reported 
by him to the State Department 
this week. 


Bohlen reported that Tito said 


he had been quoted incorrectly as 
saying that Russia and Yugoslav- 
ia had marched arm in arm dur- 
ing the war and would go arm in 
arm now. He contended he had 
said that the partnership existed 
during the war but that he 
had 


made no reference to the future. 


State Department officials noted 


that, as Boheln reminded Tito, the 
report in Pravda had made about 
the same point as the American 
press had in describing the Tito 
remark — that it applied to the 
future as well as to the wartime 
past of Yugoslav-Soviet relations. 


Tito's denial could be quite sig- 


nificant — aside from any question 
of accuracy — as representing
